Through Mine Disasters by 
Training Miners to Meet 
Emergencies. 


W ashington, Dec. 28.-—Carrying out 
Its efforts to reduce the number of 
fatalities in coal m ines, the United 
States geological survey is about to 
establish rescue stations in the prln 
dp al coal fields of the country in ad 
dltlon to the experim ent station now 
located a t Pittsburg. 
The new sta­ 
tions will be at or near the greatest 
centers of accident and it will be the 
purpose of the experts to teach the 
m iners and mine bosses how to use 
the m ost approved apparatus for mine 
rescue work. 
G overnm ent m ining engineers thor­ 
oughly trained in the use of rescue 
apparatus will be assigned to these 
stations and they will be ready at a 
m om ent’s notice to go to any point in 
th eir district. 
The experts 
will 
be 
equipped w ith oxygen helmets, which 
will enable them to enter a mine at 
cnee even though it is filled with gas 
c r smoke. 
These stations also will 
toe headquarters of the engineers for 
the study of the w aste of coal in min­ 
ing, one of the im portant problems 
tefo re the geological survey. 
It is the intention to have every sta­ 
tion fitted up with an air tight room 
w here gas can be generated. 
The 
coal m ining companies are to be in­ 
vited to send picked men to these 
stations, where they will be trained 
toy the governm ent experts in the use 
c f the oxygen helm ets. 
It is not the 
purpose of the governm ent to engage 
In general rescue work, but rather to 
dem onstrate this apparatus until such 
tim e as the mine owners have thor 
eughly trained rescue crews at their 
mines. All of t£e rescue stations are 
to be erected in co-operation with the 
m ine ow ners and state geological sur­ 
veys. 
One of the rescue stations will be 
a t U rbana, 111., in connection with the 
U niversity of Illinois. 
This 
station 
will take care 
of 
Illinois, 
Indiana, 
Michigan, 
Iowa, 
northern 
Missouri 
and w estern Kentucky. A second sta- 
lion will be located probably at Ra 
ton, N. M., to take care of New Mex­ 
ico.’ Colorado, U tah, 
W yoming 
and 
M ontana. 
The largest coal output in 
Mew Mexico and Colorado comes from 
th e Trinidad field, which 
is 
imme­ 
diately accessible to Raton. A second 
atatlon is suggested for this district, 
to be located at Salt Lake City. U tah 
T his station will be central for the 
several U tah fields and will be acces­ 
sible to the M ontana fields and also 
th e W ashington fields. The coal fields 
c f Oklahoma, A rkansas 
and 
south­ 
w estern Missouri will be taken care of 
toy a station in the neighborhood of 
South McAlester, Okla.

state farm convenient to this city. 
Most of the state’s m anufacturing of 
supplies would then be done in the 
penitentiary by the dangerous prison­ 
ers. 
"It is the conditions In our cities 
that breed crime,’’ said the governor. 
Most of it can be traced to idleness 
and drink, and Idleness is frequently 
the cause of drink. 
There is little 
drink in the country and practically 
no idleness. 
Enjoym ent, health, in­ 
dependence and manhood are found 
on the farm, 
if the young man who 
has slipped over the boundB of law is 
taught scientific farming, he would 
come to like It and escape the asso 
elates who carry him down when he 
returns to the city. 
“If we were building a new penl 
tentlary I would not select the pres 
ent site. We have It, and to build en 
tirely new would mean a big expense. 
The Industrial portion of the penlten 
tiary would have to be located con­ 
venient to a railroad to be accessible 
for getting supplies In and finished 
articles out. 
The location we have 
does that. 
It can be modernized and 
with tho populatlou reduced, should 
be serviceable.”

governm ent and

conservation 
committee. 
The 
main 
object 
of

conference,

nounced, will be to point out that nat 
ural resources are not limited by the 
boundary lines which 
separate 
na 
tlons, to develop a better knowledge 
of the natural resources of earh na 
tion on the part of the others and To 
Invite suggestions for concurrent ac­ 
tion for the protection of mutual in­ 
terests related to conservation.
